A long telegram tonight from the 
commander of the United States gun- 
boat Annapolis in Nicaraguan waters 
said the insurgent leaders had given 
assurances that they would open the 
lines of communication from Corinto 
to Managua. The Nicaraguan gov- 
ernment asked for assistance from 
the United States and stands ready 
to aid in opening the railway to the 
coast from the capital. 
The message to the President said 
the rebels possess five locomotives and 
the government five. All ten of these 
may be put at the disposal of the 
United States if necessary, © 

The recall of the order for the dis- 
patch of the Tenth followed 
the receipt of this telegram. 

MR. TAFT'S ANXIETY.

RESCUE PARTY 
JUST IN TIME. 


Saves Fifteen Men from Fire 
and Starvation, 


Exhausted Mexicans Feebly 
Fight Off Flames. 


Terrible Struggle in Heart of 
Devil's Caldron. 


After untold suffering by both res- 
cued and rescuers, fifteen Mexicars 
were sayed from death in Devil's Can- 
yon day before yesterday by five men 
from Pine Fiats who carried to the 
exhausted workers on the fire line 
food of which they had not tasted 
in days, and which they were too 
weak and bewildered to seek for 
themselves according to a man who 
gave his name as Hutchinson, tele 
phoning from the West Fork of the 
San Gabriel at midnight. 

The fifteen men were staggering 
atiout, five hours’ walk from their 
camp, and lost as to direction and 
hemmed in by. fames which they 


were feebly endeavoring to fight al- 
though too weak to more than raise 


the

exhausted that it was a half argh 
pened, and longer before he could 


éral idea of where the men were io- 
cated. They hurried to Pine Flats and 
secured a supply of provisions and 
with two Mexicans set off to the 
rescue. They finally found the camp 
of the fifteen men, but it Was empty. 
They tramped five hours along the 
fire line, over country which had 
hever been trailed by man, before 
they found the exhausted little band. 
They were welcomed by a feeble 
shout and tie rescuers had all they 
could do to keep the men from de- 
vouring all the food they brought. In 
all the time they were in the Canyon 
they had only one flapjack apiece. It 
seems that they went to the front 
expecting a relief to bring food, but 
the relief never came, and when they 
became so weak from hunger and ex- 
ertion they were unabte to go after 
it. They started, however, and had 
traveled a distance which took thém 
more than a day to cover although 
the rescuers made it ig five hours. 
When Manuel Trejo talked with 
the Mexicans, one pitifully held up 
hie arma and begged Trejo to shoot 
him, exclaiming that he hed suffered 
and could stand ne more. 
Nine of the Mexicans 
back to their camp if

ers in 
safe place as they 
walk. The rescue ‘party then hurried 
back to Pine Fiats to get more aid 
and food. 

When Mantel Trejo and his party 
reached Pine Fiats yesterday they 
were badly scorched and almost ex- 
hausted. They told how they had 
not only to break trails and fight fire, 
but tn crossing below the blackened 
country above which the flames still 
raged they ‘were in danger 
from ,rolling rocks which were dis- 
loged and came hurtling down toward 
them. 

The rescuers said that words could 
hardly express the condition of the 
men whan they found them. La 
Plant and Fritz were the only Amer- 
leang with the party. 

Another rescue party is to start 
early this morning to carry more food 
and relief to the beleaguered parties.
